1. The above identified patent application was prepared and filed in the Patent and 
Trademark office August 22, 2000. 

2. On October 4, 2000, a Notice to file Missing Parts of Application was mailed from the 
Patent and Trademark Office which stated in pertinent part that the Oath or Declaration is 
missing. A copy of this Notice to File Missing Parts of Application is attached as Exhibit A. 



3. On October 25, 2000, a letter and documents were sent via certified mail to the proposed 
assignee for signature by Mr. Ronen and his co-inventors as instructed by the proposed assignee.
